Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (iViPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of interview IMust be IMade of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face^o-face. video conference, or telephone inter^ew with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

in every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an inten/iew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .11 1 . 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An Identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Forni will not nonnally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's representative argued that no amendment was needed 
to overcome Hagelin as the connecting part of Hagelin would just be the small hinge such as element 122 but the 
Examiner indicated his position remained that the element 130 could be considered part of the connecting part. 
Applicant then set forth two proposals to overcome Hagelin. One was to limit the arms to only two in number. The 
second was to limit the arms to being parallel. The Examiner indicated that he thought the first proposal was a bit 
stronger and that either would overcome the 102 rejection based on Hagelin but that a 103 rejection might still be 
appropriate based on Hagelin and of course the Examiner would do additional searching when the Amendment was 
received. The Examiner indicated he would commit to allowing the case if applicant amended claim 1 to include either 
of the proposals set forth and in addition amend line 1 of claim 1 to set forth "A Head Actuator" or something very 
similar instead of just setting forth "An Actuator".. 
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
